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REPORT  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 
BY  THE  TASK  FORCE  ON  RACIAL  IMBALANCE 

The  Task  Force  on  Racial  Imbalance  herewith  transmits  to  the  Board  of  Education 
Ls" Revised  Short  Term  Plan  to  Correct  Racial  Imbalance  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools" 

The  Task  Force  makes  note  of  the  following: 

1  .  The  recommended  short-term  plan  is  based  upon  earlier  decisions 

of  the  Boston  School  Committee  to  change  to  a  K-5  elementary,    6-8 
intermediate,   and  9-12  high  school  grade  structure.     This  decision 
was  reflected  in  the  provisions  of  the  First  and  Second  Stage  Plans, 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  on  February  1967,   and  June  1968. 

2.  The  recommended  Revised  Boston  Elementary  Districts  continue 
present  administrative  practice,   as  described  in  a  letter  from 
Superintendent  Ohrenberger  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  on 
September  20,    1971: 

"An  elementary  school  district  in  the  City  of  Boston  en- 
compasses from  one  to  five  elementary  school  buildings 
all  of  which  are  under  the  supervision  of  one  principal." 

3.  We  recommend  that  this  short-term  plan  be  subject  to  modifica- 
tions, following  mutual  agreement,   which  Boston  school  authorities 
subsequently  may  proposed  in  specific  instances,    provided  that  such 
specific  modifications  result  in  at  least  as  much  correction  of  racial 
imbalance  within  the  same  short-term  period  as  provided  for  in 
this  plan. 


AN  OVERVIEW  OF  TH  E_SAFET Y_  AN  D_  J_A  CJAL._  I^lll  J09J1  SIDERATIONS 
APLLJAD  _T-9  DISTRICTING  DECISIONS 

This  plan  was  prepared  according  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Racial  Imbalance  Act  as  interpreted  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  cases  of  School  Committee  of  Springfield 
v.  Board  of  Education  and  School  Committee  of  Boston  v.  Board  of 
EducatTon,  and  by  the  Board  of  Education  Emergency  Regulations 
Pertaining  to  the  Preparation  of  Racial  Balance  Plans  which  involve 
Redistric t ing ,  for  presentation  at  an  administrative  hearing  before 
the  hearing  examiner  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  said 
hearing  to  commence,  acc6rding  to  notice,  on  March  19,  1973. 

A .   SAFETY  CONSIDERATIONS 

"Any  plan  to  detail  changes  in  existing  school  attendance 
districts  ..  .with  the  intention  of  reducing  or  eliminating  racial 
imbalance  must  take  into  consideration  on  an  equal  basis  with 
the  above  mentioned  intention  the  safety  of  the  children  involved 
in  traveling  from  home  to  school  and  school  to  home."  G.L.  Chapter 
71,  Section  37D. 

1.   Travel  to  Vary  With  Distance,  Less  For  Younger 
Children  ,  JtA*L^JLrJLaJl"t' ens  Exempted  . 

Distance  which  children  must  travel  and  the  time  involved  in 
traveling   to  and  from  school  are  less  at  the  elementary  level  than 
at  the  intermediate  level  and  less  at  the  intermediate  level  than  at 
the  high  school  level.   Thus  younger  children,  on  the  whole,  are 
subjected  to  less  travel  time  and  distance  requirements  that  older 
children  and  no  child  is  required  to  travel  a  distance  or  spend  a 
time  in  travel  which  will  be  so  extensive  as  to  impose  any  kind  of 
educational  impairment. 

Elementary  school  districting  options  which  would  have  placed 
several  hundred  additional  children  in  balanced  schools  were  rejected 
to  avoid  undue  travel  burdens  on  younger  children. 

Half  day  kindergarten  programs  have  been  exempted  altogether 
from  the  scope  of  the  plan  in  accordance  with  Board  regulations. 

2 •   Avoid  Overcrowding  Facil ities . 

Planning  options  which  would  have  increased  the  numbers  of 
children  attending  racially  balanced  schools  were  rejected  because 
of  the  overcrowding  which  would  have  resulted.   This  plan  contains 
less  racial  balance  than  would  have  been  achieved  had  not  this- 
safety  consideration  been  emphasized  strongly,  particularly  at  the 
high  school  level. 

3 .   Minimize  Crossing  of  Major  Thoroughfares  By  Children 

Walking  to  School . 

Whenever  possible,  boundary  lines  have  been  drawn  so  that 


major  thoroughfares  will  serve  as  boundaries  of  districts.   Where 
it  is  necessary  for  children  to  cross  such  thoroughfares,  safety 
recommendations  have  been  provided. 

^ •   Transportati on  For  Safety  To  Be  Employed  . 

In  accordance  with  Board  regulations,  the  plan  accepted  the 
premise  that  all  safety  hazards  related  to  assignment  under  a  racial 
balance  plan  arise  from  the  distances  children  might  have  to  walk  or 
from  traffic  or  other  hazards  which  they  might  encounter  while  walking. 
Districts  have  been  planned  so  that  transportation  may  be  provided 
students  in  all  appropriate  situations  and  in  no  case  will  time  or 
distance  of  travel  be  so  great  as  to  risk  either  the  health  or  safety 
of  children  or  impinge  on  the  educational  process. 

The  State  reimburses  transportation  for  distance  over  one  and 
one  half  miles,  and  at  a  rate  of  100$  if  such  transportation  is  for 
the  purpose  of  reducing  racial  imbalance.   The  state  also  reimburses 
for  the  costs  incurred  in  the  transportation  of  students  on  the  MBTA . 
Furthermore,  the  Board  of  Education  has  introduced  legislation  which, 
if  enacted,  would  reimburse  100/J  of  the  cost  of  transportation  for 
safety  even  below  distances  of  one  and  one  half  miles  when  such  trans- 
portation is  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  racial  imbalance. 

5  .   Existing  Transpo rtatlon  _An_d_  S a f e_ty_  Practices  To  Be 

Incorporated . 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  draw  districts  with  a  due  regard 
for  existing  transportation  and  safety  practices  in  the  city  of  Boston. 
In  several  instances,  districts  reflect  existing  patterns  of  transpor- 
tation within  the  city  and  existing  safety  arrangements  such  as  cross- 
walks, traffic  lights,  and  crossing  guards  can  function  as  integral 
parts  of  the  plan.   Where  appropriate,  particularly  at  the  intermediate 
and  high  school  level,  care  has  been  taken  to  draw  districts  so  as  to 
maximize  the  opportunities  of  students  to  take  advantage  of  Boston's 
comprehensive  public  transportation  facilities. 

^  •   Re  commend  at  i  ons  For  Improving  Transpo  rt  at_i_qn  Safety  And 
The' Safety  of"  Childr  en  Walk  ing  to  School  Provided  By 

The  Plan". 

While  acknowledging  that  the  Boston  School  Department  has  been 
capably  providing  for  the  safety  of  school  children  for  many  years, 
recognized  safety  experts  were  consulted,  each  and  every  proposed 
elementary  district  was  reviewed  with  them  before  final  adoption, 
specific  safety  hazards  were  identified  and  recommendations  obtained 
for  their  correction.   Recommendations  are  included  on  matters  such 
as  transportation  routing,  supervision  of  students,  safety  education, 
crossing  guard  utilization  and  the  like. 

7  .   Improved  Safety  To  Be  Achieved  Even  In  Imbalanced 

Districts  . 

Some  racially  imbalanced  schools  will  remain  imbalanced  even 


after  implementation  of  this  plan  because  they  could  not  be  balanced 
through  redistricting  without  safety  problems  or  without  violating 
educational  or  legal  constraints.   However,  in  several  of  these  districts 
where  the  schools  remain  imbalanced,  the  district  lines  and  pupil 
assignment  policies  have  nevertheless  been  improved  from  the  stand- 
point of  pupil  safety. 

B .   RACIAL  BALANCE  CONSIDERATIONS 

1 .  Districts  To  Bear  A  Reasonable,  Though  Not  Necessarily 

Fixed  Proximity  To  Recognized  Neighborhoods . 

All  districts  incorporated  recognized  areas  of  the  city  with 
varying  degrees  of  exactness  and  all  district  boundaries  follow 
exactly  the  boundaries  of  geocoded  areas.   These  are  areas  defined 
by  the  police  department  for  census  purposes;  their  boundaries  tend 
to  run  along  major  thoroughfares.   Furthermore,  existing  definitions 
of  electoral  and  service  delivery  areas  were  consulted  and  utilized. 

2 .  Clustering  Of  Several  Schools  Within  A  district  To 

Be  Utilized  In  Some  Cases . 

This  practice,  utilized  principally  at  the  elementary  level, 
is  permitted  by  the  statutory  mandate  of  fair  and  equitable  but  en- 
larged school  attendance  districts  according  to  footnote  20  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court's  decision  in  the  case  of  School  Committee  of 
Springfield  v.  Board  of  Education. 

3  .   Enlarged  Districts  To  Be  Limited  In  Size . 

No  districts  will  be  so  large  that  time  or  distance  of  travel 
is  so  great  to  risk  either  the  health  or  safety  of  children  or 
significantly  impinge  on  the  educational  process.   In  accordance 
with  Board  of  Education  regulations,  no  elementary  or  intermediate 
district  encompasses  more  than  3500  elementary  or  intermediate 
students . 

h .   Precautions  Taken  Against  Gerrymandering  Of  Districts. 

In  accordance  with  Board  regulations,  no  districts  have  been 
-arbitrarily  drawn  for  the  single  purpose  of  achieving  racial  balance 
with  total  disregard  of  other  factors  involved  in  sound  districting 
practice.   In  several  instances,  preliminary  proposals  which  would 
have  resulted  in  greater  amounts  of  racial  balance  were  rejected 
because  of  a  judgment  that  other  factors  involved  in  sound  districting 
practice  required  greater  consideration.   The  use  of  non-contiguous 
districts  was  rejected  and  all  proposed  districts  are  contiguous  except 
in  one  case  at  the  intermediate  level  where  the  City  of  Boston  is  it- 
self severed  by  the  territory  of  another  municipality.   No  districting 
shapes  have  been  utilized  that  could  be  termed  unconventional  when 
compared  to  existing  Boston  school  districts.

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EMERGENCY  PREAMBLE 

The  Board  of  Education  hereby  issues  Emergency  Regulations  Pertaining 
to  the  Preparation  of  Racial  Balance  Plans  which  Involve  Redistricting  .     These 
regulations  are  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Laws 
Chapter  30A,   under  the  authority  of  General  Laws  Chapter  15,    Section  1  G, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  Springfield  v.   Board  of  Education,   287  N.E.  2nd  438, 
455-456  (1972).     The  Board  hereby  finds  that  due  to  the  press  of  litigation,   the 
fact  that  one  major  city  in  the  Commonwealth  is  under  a  court  ordered  deadline, 
and  the  urgency  of  planning  deadlines  for  all  those  engaged  in  racial  balance 
planning,   the  observance  of  the  requirements  of  notice  and  public  hearings  is 
unnecessary,    impracticable,   and  contrary  to  the  public  interest. 

The  definitions  contained  herein  are  to  be  utilized  in  the  preparation  of  plans 
to  eliminate  racial  imbalance  under  the  requirements  of  Chapter  641  of  1965  as 
amended,   which  involve  redistricting  .     The  Board  reaffirms  its  readiness  to 
provide  appropriate  technical  assistance  in  the  specific  application  of  these 
definitions  to  the  preparation  of  such  plans . 


SAFETY 

The  Racial  Imbalance  Act  requires  that  any  plan  to  eliminate  racial  imbalance 
give  full  consideration  to  "the  safety  of  the  children  involved  in  traveling  from  home 
to  school  and  school  to  home."    Those  safety  hazards  related  to  assignment  under  a 
racial  balance  plan  arise  from  the  distance  students  might  have  to  walk  or  from 


traffic  or  other  hazards  which  they  might  encounter.     All  such  safety  problems 
may  be  eliminated  by  providing  properly  supervised  transportation  for  students 
in  such  circumstances  .    The  Board  notes  that  school  committee  policy  and 
administrative  practices  in  those  Commonwealth  cities  with  imbalance  schools 
are  to  provide  transportation  whenever  there  is  a  question  about  the  safety  of 
children  traveling  to  and  from  school  even  for  short  distances.     The  decision 
whether  such  a  safety  problem  exists  and  the  appropriate  remedy  is  made  by 
local  school  authorities,   based  upon  all  pertinent  factors  including  distance  and 
the  age  of  the  children  involved .     This  practice  reflects  the  well-founded  judge- 
ment that  in  many  circumstances  providing  transportation  is  preferable  from  the 
point  of  view  of  safety  to  requiring  that  children  walk  to  school.     The  Board  also 
notes  the  excellent  safety  record  of  such  pupil  transportation  programs. 

Therefore,    the  Board  requires  that  in  all  cases  where  local  school  authorities 
make  a  judgement  that  the  safety  of  particular  children  traveling  between  home 
and  school  under  the  provisions  of  a  racial  balance  plan  is  in  any  way  questionnable, 
the  school  committee  shall  furnish  properly  supervised  transportation  to  those 
children,   provided  that  where  a  school  committee  makes  the  judgement  that  it  can 
provide  for  the  safety  of  those  children  while  requiring  them  to  continue  to  walk  to 
school,   and  the  distance  which  the  children  are  asked  to  walk  is  not  excessive  given 
prevailing  local  conditions,    transportation  may  be  omitted.* 

*But  note  that  Section  68  of  Chapter  71   requires  that  transportation  be  provided 
when  a  student  resides  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  to  »    Mch  he  is  assigned. 


GERRYMANDERED 

A  gerrymandered  district  is  one  which  is  arbitrarily  drawn  for  a  single 
purpose  (eg.   racial  balance)  with  total  disregard  for  other  factors  involved  in 
sound  districting  practice.     Such  factors  would  include  the  availability  of  trans- 
portation to  and  from  the  schools,    the  length  of  transportation  time,   the  ages 
of  the  children  involved,    and  the  types  of  hazards  which  exist  en  route  to  the 
school . 


SIZE  OF  DISTRICTS 

The  permissable  size  of  a  school  attendance  district  cannot  be  established  by 
mechanical  application  of  any  fixed  formula.     A  district  is  unlawfully  large  when 
its  size  creates  undue  risk  of  physical  harm  to  the  children  attending  schools  therein 

A  district  in  which  ample  and  properly  supervised  transportation  along  major 
arteries  is  available  to  transport  children  from  one  part  of  the  district  to  another 
might  not  be  excessively  large,   for  example,   while  another  of  the  same  geographical 
extent  but  more  congested,    requiring  inordinate  travel  time  or  presenting  various 
hazards,    might  be  too  large. 

Since  geographical  distance  is  a  consideration  of  varying  significance  depending 
primarily  upon  population  density,   the  Board  defines  an  excessively  large  elementary 
or  intermediate  school  district  as  one  which  encompasses  more  than  3500  elementary 
or  3500  intermediate  students.     There  shall  be  no  limit  on  the  size  of  high  school 
districts . 
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NEIGHBORHOOD 

The  word  "neighborhood,  "  as  used  in  every  day  language,  suggests  a  section 
of  a  city  or  town  identifiable  as  such  by  history  or  geography,  where  people  are 
generally  known  to  each  other  or  where  they  live  in  some  proximity  to  each  other. 
It  may  be  defined  by  natural  or  other  physical  boundaries  or  by  an  electoral  or 
zoning  district,  or  by  an  existing  school  district.     Redrawn  school  attendance  dis- 
tricts must  bear  a  reasonable,  though  not  necessarily  fixed,   proximity  to  recog- 
nized neighborhoods,  and  may  include  several  neighborhoods  and  more  than  one 
school .     For  example,   a  school  committee  may  choose  to  create  a  new  district  by 
combining  several  existing  districts.  , 


SCHOOL 

For  the  purpose  of  making  the  enrollment  computations  required  by  Section 
37D  of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  a  "school"  shall  be  defined  as  an  aggregate 
of  shared  educational  relationships  among  students,  faculty,   and  others,   which  are 
operated  for  a  full  day.    A  full  day  shall  be  defined  according  to  the  Board-set 
minimums  of  5  and  5  1/2  hours  per  day  for  elementary  and  secondary  programs 
respectively.     In  most  school  systems,   this  will  be  the  educational  programs  known 
as  "grades  one  through  twelve"  and  "all  day  kindergarten." 


Development  of  the  Plan 
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The  Task  Force  on  Racial  Imbalance  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Education  on  October  3rd,  1972,  and  has  held  fifteen 
meetings,  two  of  them  with  the  Boston  School  Department's 
Task  Force.   Dr.  Gregory  Anrin  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Task 
Force  until  he  was  appointed  Commissioner  of  Education,  on 
December  19th,  at  which  time  Dr.  lierold  Hunt  agreed  to  serve 
as  Chairman. 

The  work  of  the  Task  Force  was  supplemented  by  Task  Force 
II,  a  working  group  of  Department  of  Education  staff,  and  by 
consultation  with  authorities  on  school  facilities  and  safety 
in  Boston.   Development  of  district  lines  and  student 
assignments  was  based  upon  pupil  data  and  school  facility 
data  provided  by  the  Boston  School  Department  and  other 
official  sources,  as  well  as  the  consultations  mentioned  above. 

In  developing  this  revised  plan  the  Task  Force  was  able 
to  take  advantage  of  more  adequate  data  than  had  been  available 
in  November,  and  it  was  guided  by  the  Emergency  Regulations 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education  on  January  23rd,  1973.   In 
other  respects  the  revised  plan  is  in  basic  continuity  with 
the  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  in  November,  1972. 
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During  the  course  of  the  hearings,   additional  information  became 
available  through  the  testimony  and  exhibits  offered  by  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee.     This  information  included  a 
substantial  number  of  calculation  errors,   and  a  significant  error  in 
interpretation  of  the  capacity  figures  previously  provided  by  the 
School  Department. 

These  errors  have  been  corrected  and  taken  into  account  in  this 
corrected  plan.     The  hearings  have  served,    in  effect,   as  a  "validation 
process",   with  corrections  provided  by  the  only  agency  capable  of 
providing  them,   the  Boston  School  Department. 

Other  information  provided  during  the  hearings  ha  s    contributed  to 
the  corrected  plan  in  various  ways.     Some  of  this  information  came 
from  parents  who  submitted  constructive  suggestions  into  the  public 
hearing  record  or  in  other  ways. 

The  Task  Force  has  also  reviewed  a  detailed  proposal  for  elementary 
districts  I  and  2,   submitted  to  Prof.  Jaffe,   and  has  taken  the  position 
that  this  proposal  meets  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  regulations, 
and  reduces  racial  imbalance  as  much  as  does  the  Task  Force's  plan 
for  those  districts  . 

More  detailed  discussion  of  the  process  follows. 
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STEPS  TAKEN  IN  PREPARING  THE  PROPOSED  PLAN 

1  .      Obtaining  the  basic  information  needed.     In  order  to  redistrict  a  city, 
planners  must  know:     the  location  and  capacity  of  school  buildings,    pupils' 
place  of  residence  and  their  race,   as  well  as  their  grade  level  in  school. 
For  this  plan,    the  location  of  school  buildings  was  determined  from  official 
BRA  maps  of  the  public  schools  of  Boston.     Capacities  of  school  buildings 
were  derived  from  an  Educational  Planning  Center  prepared  document 
dated  March  of  1  972  . 

The  Boston  Public  Schools  maintain   a  file  of  students  by  geographic 
location  of  their  residence.     This  information,   along  with  the  students'  race 
and  grade  level  in  school,    is  computerized  according  to  a  system  of  more 
than  800  so-called  geocodes.     The  geocodes  used  by  the  public  schools  are 
those  designated  by  the  Boston  Police  Department  as  police  reporting  areas. 
The  800  geocodes  are  small  groupings  of  streets,    convenient  for  the  police 
in  locating  areas  of  the  city  with  some  degree  of  accuracy.     The  personnel 
of  the  Educational  Planning  Center  transmitted  the  most  recent  geocoded  in- 
formation on  pupils  race,    location  and  grade  level  to  the  Bureau  of  Equal 
Educational  Opportunity  on  February  16,    1973.     This  data  refers  to  stude  its 
during  the  1972/73  school  year. 

To  be  useful,    the  data  on  pupils  place  of  residence  had  to  be  aggregated 
by  the  grade  structure  implicit  in  the  plan.     The  grade  structure  implicit  in 
the  plan  is  K,    1-5,    6-8,   9-12.     For  each  geocoded  area  in  the  city,   totals 
were  made  for  all  Kindergarten  pupils,   all  1st  through  5th  graders,   all  6th 
through  8th  graders  and  all  9th  through  12th  graders.     This  information  was 
also  totaled  by  grade  level  by  race. 
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The  BRA  Graphics  Department  provided  staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Equal 
Educational  Opportunity  with  large  scale  maps  of  the  city  with  the  800  police 
reporting  areas  plotted  on  the  maps.     Three  sets  of  maps  were  prepared: 
one  map  showed  for  each  geocode  the  numbers  of  white  and  non-white  students 
at  grades  1  through  5;    one  map  showed  the  same  information  for  students 
grades  6  through  8,   one  map  showed  the  same  information  for  grades  9 
through  12  .     Staff  of  the  Bureau  then  located  on  the  large  police  reporting 
area  maps  the  schools  for  that  particular  grade  level. 

These  first  steps  provided  staff  with  the  basic  information  they  needed 
to  go  on  to  the  next  phase. 

II .     Initial  design  phase.     For  each  grade  level,    elementary,    intermediate 
and  high  school,   an  initial  design  was  prepared  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
John  Finger  of  the  general  shape  and  orientation  of  new  districts  that  would 
result  in  racially  balanced  student  populations.     District  lines  were  conceived 
originally  to  follow  major  roadways,    parks,    railroad  tracks,    etc.,   and  to 
include,    so  far  as  possible,    portions  of  one  or  at  the  most  two  sections  of 
the  city. 

Potential  transportation  routes  were  developed  for  each  preliminary  dis- 
trict, and  an  initial  check  of  potential  safety  hazards  was  made. 

The  next  step  was  to  add  up  the  white  and  non-white  students  in  the  pro- 
posed districts  to  see  if  the  student  population  was  balanced  and  if  there  was 
enough  plant  capacity  to  hold  the  students  so  districted.     Districts  would  con- 
sist of  groups  of  geocodes,   the  boundaries  defined  by  large  roadways  whenever 

possible.     Special  problems  were  noted,    such  as  safety  hazards,    severe 
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overcrowding,   or  long  distances  to  be  traveled  by  pupils,   and  preliminary 
districts  adjusted  to  reduce  such  conditions. 

III.    Second  design  phase.     Dr.  Jack  Finger  examined  the  districts  after  staff 
had  completed  the  numerical  caluclations .     He  corrected  the  districts  for 
shape,    conformance  to  natural  boundaries,    and  possible  impact  on  neigh- 
borhood stability.     Movement  of  pupils  in  one  direction  or  another  was 
whenever  possible,    to  be  uniform  in  adjacent  districts.     Changes  in  plant 
utilization  by  conversion  or  closing  were  to  be  avoided  whenever  possible, 
with  alternative  solutions  to  districting  problems  suggested  by  Dr.    Finger. 
Special  steps  had  to  be  taken  at  each  level: 

A.  Elementary  district  design.     Kingergarten  pupils  would  remain 
at  their  neighborhood  school,   and  a  grade  assignment  plan  was  done 
for  each  district. 

B.  Intermediate.     Certain  K-8  schools  would  be  retained,   one  new 
intermediate  school,   the  Hurley,   was  created  by  conversion  of  an 
elementary  school  to  house  pupils  in  the  South  End  and  part  of  South 
Boston . 

C.  High  School .     District  populations  had  to  be  corrected  for  en- 
rollment at  the  three  exam  schools  and  the  two  trade  schools.     This 
was  accomplished  by  deducting  from  district  totals  the  number  of  whites 
and  non-whites  (estimated)  coming  from  each  neighborhood  to  the  Latin 
schools,   Technical,    Boston  Trade  and  Girls  Trade.     The  information 
was  obtained  in  summary  form  from  the  Geographic  Distribution  of 
students  printout  from  the  Boston  Public  Schools,    dated  December  2, 
1972.     Finer  adjustments  were  made  when  areas  contained  high  densities 
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of  pupils,   when  areas  were  mixed  racially,   or  when  areas  straddled 
two  neighborhoods  as  defined  in  the  Geographic  Distribution  of  students 
printout.     Data  on  the  attendance  of  out  of  district  high  schools  by  students 
of  each  race  by  geocode  was  provided  by  the  Boston  Public  Schools  Edu- 
cational Planning  Center . 

IV.  Third  design  phase.     This  consisted  of  a  second  check  of  the  student 
populations  and  plant  utilization  in  each  district.     Geocodes  were  aggregated 
into  districts,    their  populations  white  and  non-white  totaled,    corrections 
were  made  for  exam  and  trade  school  enrollments  at  the  high  school  level. 
Building  utilization  was  re-checked,   and  proposed  annexes  identified  where 
needed.     Safety  factors  were  reviewed  for  each  prepared  district,   and 
appropriate  changes  made. 

V .  Plan  written .     For  each  district,   data  sheets  were  prepared  showing  map 
sections  of  the  city  included  in  the  district,    projected  enrollment  by  race,    its 
current  enrollment,   and  other  data  on  the  school  to  be  used.     Geocodes  in- 
cluded within  the  district  were  listed  by  school. 

Safety  information  was  presented  on  each  elementary  district.

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SAFETY  CONSIDERATIONS  IN  DRAWING  DISTRICTS 


rocess: 


1  .  Natural  boundaries  such  as  city  boundary  lines,    geographical  landmarks 
and  major  thoroughfares  were  identified     in  proposed  elementary  districts. 
Such  boundaries  were  utilized  as  much  as  possible  as  school  district  lines 
thus  preventing  students  from  crossing  such  areas. 

2.  Safety  hazards  were  identified  by  staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Equal  Educational 
Opportunity  in  proposed  elementary  districts  and  lines  were  refined  to 
maximize  pupil  safety,    keeping  in  mind  that  students  are  currently  attending 
school  from  hazardous  areas  such  as  the  vicinity  of  the  Jamaicaway. 

3.  An  acetate  overlay  of  the  BRA  Thoroughfare  map  was  drawn  and  compared 
with  proposed  elementary  district  lines  to  ascertain  whether  large  inter- 
sections were  minimized  in  such  districts.  Differences  were  noted  and 
discussed  with  the  boston  Traffic  Department  developers  of  the  map.  Since 
criteria  and  types  of  thoroughfares  on  the  map  (e.g  .,  all  bus  routes  in  the  city 
were  identified  as  major  thoroughfares)    were  not  fully  applicable  to  the 
purposes  of  the  analysis,   the  map  and  overlay  were  used  only  to  check 
information  from  other  sources. 

4.  Arrangements  were  made  for  all  day  consultation  with  Registry  Inspector 
Frank  Crowe  regarding  the  principles  of  school  safety  and  safety  education 
programs  as  applicable  to  the  proposed  elementary  districts.   Following  the 
all-day  session  on  March  8th,    Insp  Crowe  returned  with  additional  recommen- 
dations incorporated  in  the  transportation  and  safety  summary. 
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5.  Deputy  Superintendent  Peter  Donovan,    Boston  Police  Department, 

Traffic  Division  was  contacted  ana  arrangements  were  made  for  Boston 
Police  Department  input  in  examining  safety  aspects  of  proposed 
elementary  districts.  On  March  9th,    Patrolman  Donald  Nelson,    Boston 
Police  Department  Traffice  Analyst  reviewed  each  district  indicating 
safety  hazards  and  current  practices  of  the  Boston  School  Department  and  the 
Boston  Police   Department  in  minimizing  such  hazards.   Patrolman  Nelson's 
recommendations  are  also  incorporated  in  the  safety  summary. 
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Elementary  Schools 

Capaci  ty 

In  many  cases  schools  have  been  operated  over  or  under 
the  capacities  established  by  the  Boston  School  DeDartment's 
Educational  Planning  Center  in  1971.   That  year,  for  example, 
the  Longfellow  had  a  capacity  of  590  and  an  enrollment  of 
692,  while  the  Di 1 1  away  had  a  capacity  of  292  and  an  enroll- 
ment of  147.   The  Task  Force  has  sought  to  avoid  such  over- 
and  under-utilization  in  developing  new  districts. 

Districting  Practices 

Boundaries  of  current  elementary  districts  in  some  cases 
follow  major  arteries,  while  in  others  they  do   not.   Major 
arteries  which  students  currently  must  cross  to  attend  elem- 
entarv  schools  include  the  Jamaicaway,  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  VFW 
Parkway,  Washington  Street,  Huntington  Avenue  and  Columbia 

Road . 

The  proposed  districts  seek  to  minimize  such  barriers  by 
using  major  arteries  as  district  boundaries.   The  Task  Force 
also  kept  in  mind  generally-recognized  neighborhoods  of  the  city 
in  develoninq  these  districts. 


Result 

There  are  currently  48  imbalanced  elementary  schools 
(qrades  K-5,  K-6,  and  variations)  with  20,027  students.   Since 
white  students  are  more  heavily  represented  in  K  than  in  the 
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elementary  arades  (K:  31.1%  nw,  1:  42.5%  nw)  ,  t^e  Board  of 
Education's  decision  to  exempt  half-day  Jcinde^aartens  from  the 
racial  census  would  very  lively  result  in  several  morp  schools 
being  classified  as  imbalanced. 

The  Task  Force  has  developed  a  number  of  new  elementary 
districts,  and  pupil  assignment  plans,  based  uoon  data  giving 
the  number  of  Dupils  of  each  arade  level,  bv  race,  in  each  of 
more  than  800  geograDhi cal 1 v  defined  "aeccnded"  areas  within 
the  city.   The  assignment  plans  anDly  to  all  students  of  a 
particular  grade  level  within  a  narticluar  geocoded  area. 

Conversion  from  a  K-6  to  a  K-5  elementary  svstem  creates 
extra  space  in  elementary  schools,  and  has  made  it  possible 
t^  recommend  that  a  number  of  elementary  schools  be  closed.   The 
Dlan  also  recommends  that  certain  schools  serve  only  K-2,  others 
K  and  3-5,  and  yet  others  serve  K-5.   Such  grade  level  restructur 
ing  iscmmon  in  school  desegregation  plans,  and  in  fact  reflects 
current  nractice  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools.   Current  examples:

Intermediate  Schools 

There  are  presently  14  junior  high  schools  (7~9)»   of  which  three 
are  imbalanced,   and  4  middle  schools  (6-8),   of  which  all  are  imbalanced  . 
4,  520  students  attend  the  seven  imbalanced   intermediate  schools  .     There 
are  also  11   elementary  schools  with  grades  7  and  8,   and  two  high  schools 
with  grades  7  and  8. 

The  Boston  School  Committee    has  made  a  commitment  to  convert  the 
entire  system  to  a  K-5,    6-8,   9-12  grade  structure.     Such  a  structure,   among 
other  benefits,   will  have  the  effect  of  moving  children  one  year  sooner  into 
schools  which  draw  from  a  wider,   and  therefore  more  diverse,    population. 

The  districts  which  follow  are  based  on  a  6-8  enrollment  in  each 
intermediate  district. 

Capacity: 

In  many  cases,  schools  have  been  operated  over  or  under  the  capacities 
established  by  the  Boston  School  Department's  Educational  Planning  Center 
in  1971  .  That  year,  for  example,  the  Cleveland  Junior  High  had  a  capacity 
of  810  and  an  enrollment  of  1  104,  while  the  King  Middle  School  had  a  capacity 
of  1010  and  an  enrollment  of  699.  The  Task  Force  has  sought  to  avoid  such 
over  and  under-utilization  in  developing  new  districts,  and  in  several  cases 
has  recommended  use  of  former  elementary  facilities  as  intermediate  school 
annexes,   as  is  the  current  practice  at  the  Gavin  Junior  High  School .

Districting  Practices: 

Boundaries  of  current  intermediate  districts,  in  some  cases  follow  major 
arteries,   while  in  others  they  do  not.     Major  arteries  which  students  currently 
must  cross  to  attend  intermediate  schools  include  the  Jamaicaway,    American 
Legion  Highway,    Truman  Highway,   Gallivan  Boulevard,    Blue  Hill,    Huntington, 
Massachusetts,    Comrro  nwealth  and  Dorchester  Avenues,    Columbia  Road, 
Washington  and  Centre  Streets. 

The  proposed  districts  seek  to  minimize  such  barriers  by  using  major 
arteries  as  district  boundaries  to  the  greatest  extent  possible,   and  by  taking 
into  account  the  existence  of  current  public  transportation.     The  Task  Force 
also  kept  in  mind  generally-recognized  sections  of  the  city  in  developing 
these  districts. 

Result: 

With  full  implementation  of  this  redistricting  plan,   about  1100  intermediate 
students  would  be  left  in  imbalanced  schools.     There  will  also  be  1000  seats 
available  in  intermediate  schools  in  West  Roxbury,    Charlestown  and  East 
Boston  which  are  not  affected  by  the  redistricting  plan    for  non-white  students 
who  might  choose  to  attend  them  under  the  controlled  transfer  policy,   or  who 
might  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  School  Department.

Current  districting  patterns 

There  are  no  stated  districts  for  high  schools  in  Boston. 
Students  may  choose  a  city  wide  high  school  or  gain  entrance  to 
a  school  by  examination.   Graduation  from  certain  intermediate 
schools  entitles  students  to  seat  preference  in  district  high 
schools.   Thus,  there  are  three  ways  students  elect  high  school 
in  Boston:  by  passing  a  test,  choosing  a  citywide  school  or 
feeding  from  their  intermediate  school  to  a  district  high  school. 

Across  the  city,  5064  students  attend  the  three  exam 
high  schools.   The  accompanying  maps  indicate  the  numbers  enter- 
ing exam  high  schools  from  each  neighborhood.

The  Task  Force  has  drawn  a  district  for  the  Trotter  School,    consisting 
of  geocode  areas  312,   314  and  315.     This  district  should  apply  to  all 
non-white  students  seeking  admission  to  the  Trotter,   since  the  imbalance 
of  the  school  has  not  been  corrected  since  1969  in  part  because  non-white 
students  have  been  admitted  in  excessive  numbers. 

The  Task  Force  has  also  drawn  a  district  for  the  Lewis  School,   and 
recommended  that  it  serve  as  a  district  intermediate  school,   and  not  as 
part  of  the  MDS  .     The  Hennigan  School  in  Jamaica  Plain  is  to  be  converted 
to  intermediate  use,    to  accommodate  grades  6  -  8  of  the  MDS,    in  addition 
to  kindergarten  children  from  the  immediate  neighborhood.     As  many  non- 
white  students  should  be  admitted  as  can  be  balanced  by  white  students  who 
choose  to  enter  the  MDS  at  the  intermediate  level,   as  well  as  those  who 
have  continued  on  from  the  Trotter.     First  preference  in  admission  should 
be  given  to  non-white  and  white  students  who  have  completed  the  Trotter. 

The  Task  Force  recommends  that  Copley  Square  High  School  continue 
to  draw  students  city-wide,    taking  care  to  assure  racial  balance.     In  view 
of  the  present  limited  capacity  of  the  Copley  Square  facility,    consideration 
should  be  given  to  using  a  portion  of  the  Hennigan  facility  for  MDS  high 
school  programs. 
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SAFETY 
The  safety  of  all  students  is  a  basic  consideration  in  any  school  re-districting 
plan.    School  officials,   local  police,    traffic  analysts  and  school  safety  officers 
must  determine  what  constitutes  a  safety  hazard  in  a  particular  area  and  to- 
gether implement  the  necessary  precautions,    safety  education  programs  or 
other  activities  to  prevent  accident  or  injury  to  students  as  much  as  is  humanly 
possible.     The  responsibility  for  such  actions  shall  continue  to  rest  with  the 
local  school  principal.     The  cooperation  of  parents,    teachers,    School  Depart- 
ment and  Police  Department  officials  is  essential  in  promoting  all  aspects  of 
school  safety.     The  State  Board  of  Education  is  cognizant  of  the  excellent 
school  safety  record  of  the  Boston  School  Department  and  all  parents  should 
be  assured  that  the  full  cooperation  of  the  School  Safety  Department  will  guarantee 
the  safety  of  all  students  in  the  implementation  of  the  racial  balance  plan. 

Pedestrian  Safety 
Basic  Considerations: 

1  .  As  much  as  possibLe,    railroad  tracks,    major  roadways  and  other 

natural  barriers  should  serve  as  school  district  boundaries  and  thus 
prevent  students  from  crossing     such  roadways  and  obstacles.     The 
Task  Force  has  followed  this  consideration  in  developing  its 
recommended  districts. 

2.  Where  such  obstacles  exist,    determination  shall  be  made  by  consul- 

tation with  traffic  and  safety  experts  regarding  precautions  presently 
employed  to  overcome  such  hazards  to  safety.     The  Boston  School 
Department  should  continue  to  work  with  the  Boston  Police  Department 
to  arrange  appropriate  measures  to  assure  pupil  safety. 
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3.  Existing  safety  precautions  shall  be  maintained  to  assure  the  con- 
tinued safety  of  students  currently  crossing  major  thoroughfares  . 

4.  School  officials  shall  continue  to  determine  those  instances  where 
transportation  for  reasons  of  safety  shall  be  provided  under  the 
Racial  Imbalance  Act,   as  requvred  by  the  emergency  regulations 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education  on  January  23,    1973. 

Recommendations: 

1  .  School  department  safety  personnel  and  local  administrators  and 

Police  Department  Safety  Officers,   and  Traffic  Analysts  should  re- 
examine deployment  of  school  crossing  guards,   traffic  signals  and 
other  equipment  used  in  current  school  safety  programs  and  re- 
assign personnel  as  needed.     Such  examination  shall  include  painting 
additional  crosswalks,    installation  of  traffic  control  signals  etc. 

2.  Upon  completion  of  the  school  safety  analysis,    school  officials  on 
all  levels  should  design  and  implement  safety  education  programs  in 
each  school  to  acquaint  parents,   teachers  and  students  of  the  possible 
safety  hazards  which  may  be  present  in  a  new  school  assignment. 
Printed  materials  and  on-site  visitations  shall  be  included  in  such 
individual  programs     in  presenting  proper  school  crossing  procedures 
and  areas  to  students  who  may  be  unfamiliar  with  such  areas . 

3.  Where  blind  intersections  exist  for  the  motorist,   adequate  signs 
shall  be  placed  to  alert  the  pedestrian  student  and  the  motorist  to 
assure  the  safety  of  students  walking  to  school. 

4.  Local  and  state  safety  instructors  should  continue  to  present  safety 
education  programs  in  all  schools. 
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5.  The  authority  of  local  school  officials  to  determine  where  students 

cross  roadways,    where  school  monitors  are  deployed  and  other 
safety  measures  should  be  maintained  to  assure  pupil  safety. 

School  Transportation 
Basic  Consideration: 

1  .         Where  local  school  officials  deem  it  necessary  by  reason  of  distance 
or  safety  consideration,   transportation  should  be  provided  and  such 
routes  shall  be  determined  according  to  present  practice. 

2.  School  bus  drivers  must  be  duly  licensed  and  school  buses  must  be 
validly  registered  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts . 

3.  Where  new  routes  are  utilized,    pick-up  points  and  points  of  discharge 
should  be  determined  which  do  not  present  hazardous  conditions  for 
students  boarding  the  bus:     such  stops  should  be  made  in  areas  which 
are  out  of  the  major  traffic  flow  and  utilizing  so  far  as  possible 
present  centralized  points  in  the  area,    including  shopping  center 
parking  lots  or  church  parking  areas. 

Recommendations: 

1  .  School  bus  monitors  should  be  provided  on  each  bus  and  it  should  be 

the  responsibility  of  such  persons  to  assure  the  safety  of  the  students 

while  boarding  and  leaving  the  bus.     School  officials  and  safety  officers 

should  instruct  all  monitors. 
2.  School  principals  should  periodically  review  the  school  bus  boarding 

areas  at  dismissal  time  in  order  to  prevent  conditions  hazardous  to  the 

safety  of  school  bus  riders  . 
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3.  In  the  event  that  pedestrian  students  and  those  students  who  are 

transported  cause  a  safety  problem  because  of  the  intermix  around 
waiting  buses,   the  principal  should  recommend  that  pedestrian  stu- 
dents be  delayed  until  the  buses  depart. 

Proposed  Elementary  Districts 

1  .  Curl  ey/ Manning 

Major  safety  hazard  is  the  Jamaicaway.     Since  this  roadway  is  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  MDC,    the  MDC  should  be  consulted  to  examine 
crossing  guards  in  this  district  and  along  the  Riverway .     Pick-up  spots 
for  students  being  transported  from  the  Moss  Hill  section  and  area 
across  the  Jamaicaway  should  be  centralized  and  diverted  away  from 
Jamaica  Pond.     Since  many  of  these  students  are  presently  attending 
these  schools,   continuation  of  safety  education  programs,   adequate 
crossing  guards  and  monitors  will  assure  the  safety  of  these  students. 
Transportation:     241   w/nw  (distance) 

72  w  (safety-Jamaicaway,  Jamaica  Pond) 

2.  Kennedy/Agassiz 

Railroad  tracks  and  roadways  of  the  Arborway  and  Centre  Street  pro- 
vide strong  boundaries  in  this  district.     Although  South  Street  is  a  busy 
roadway,  adequate  crossing  guards  and  traffic  lights  should  continue  to 
assure  the  safety  of  the  children  in  this  district.     All  other  streets  are 
secondary  roads  and  are  considered  safe  for  walkers.

3.  Lower  Roxbury/ Highland  Park 

Railroad  tracks,  Washington  and  Dudley  and  Washington  Streets  and 
Massachusetts  Avenue  are  strong  district  boundaries.     No  student  will 
be  required  to  cross  these  thoroughfares  to  attend  schools.     No  changes 
are  proposed  in  this  district  and  all  students  will  continue  to  walk  to 
school . 

4.  Farragut 

Huntington  Avenue  serves  as  a  boundary  for  most  of  this  district, 
although  approximately  165  students  will  be  crossing  this  roadway  to 
attend  school.     Continued  use  of  crossing  guards  and  traffic  personnel 
will  assure  the  continued  safety  of  these  students  in  this  well-patrolled 
area.     No  changes  are  proposed  in  this  district  and  all  students  will 
walk  to  school  as  is  the  current  practice. 
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Tobin 

Again  Huntington  Avenue  serves  as  a  major  boundary  for  this  dis- 
trict.    This  district  is  less  than  a  mile  in  length  and  the  centralized 
location  of  the  school  enables  all  students  to  walk  the  short  distance 
to  school  without  encountering  any  major  traffic  hazards.     Continued 
use  of  crossing  guards  will  assure  the  safety  of  students  crossing 
Tremont  Street. 


6.  Washington  Park 


Blue  Hill  Avenue,   Washington  and  Dudley  Streets  are  strong  natural 
boundaries  for  this  district  and  no  students  will  be  required  to  cross 
these  very  busy  roadways.     All  walking  distances  are  less  than  1   mile 
with  no  safety  hazards  present. 

7 .  Sumner 

Several  barriers  such  as  Mount  Hope  and  New  Calvary  Cemetaries, 
and  American  Legion  Highway  will  require  the  transportation  of  some 
students  in  this  district.     The  selection  of  pick-up  and  discharge 
points  for  students  away  from  major  roadways  will  assure  the  safety 
of  students.     No  safety  hazards  for  students  walking  to  school. 
Transportation:       307  nw  (distance) 
65  w  (distance) 
140  nw  (safety-across  Harvard  Street) 

8.  Conley 

Again,    barriers  of  the  two  cemetaries  in  the  middle  of  this  district 
and  the  location  of  the  schools  may  require  the  transportation  of  stu- 
dents for  reasons  of  safety.     Students  not  crossing  cemetary  areas 
to  attend  school  can  walk  without  encountering  any  hazardous  condi- 
tions .     Railroad  crossways  and  street  crossing  guards  will  assure  the 
safety  of  all  students  walking  to  school'.

9  .  Tiles ton/C hi ttick/Greenwood 

The  Boston/Milton  line  provides  an  excellent  natural  boundary  in  the 
south  and  east  of  this  district.     Although  Blue  Hill  Avenue  is  recognized 
as  a  major  roadway,   ample  safeguards  currently  guarantee  the  safety 
of  students  crossing  Blue  Hill  Avenue  and  continued  use  of  personnel 
and  traffic  control  signals  will  assure  the  safety  of  students  crossing 
to  attend  school.     Students  walking  to  school  encounter  no  other 
difficulty.

1 1  .  Murphy 

This  district  also  contains  several  major  obstacles:     Gallivan  Blvd., 
S.E.  Expressway,   Washington  Street,    Dorchester  Avenue,   which 
have  been  overcome  by  enclosed  over-pass     walkways,   traffic  personnel 
and  crossing  guards.     Continued  use  of  these  precautions  will  assure 
the  safety  of  students  walking  to  school .

12.  Marshall 

Although  several  major  roadways  are  located  in  this  district  all  are 
well-supervised  and  present  no  problem  for  those  students  walking  to 
school.     Majority  of  students  will  walk  to  school  in  this  district.

13 .  Mendell/Parkman 

Rail  road  tracks,    Forest  Hill  Cemetary  and  Franklin  Park  provide 
strong  natural  boundaries  for  this  district.     Ample  crossing  guards 
on  Washington  Street  and  Hyde  Park  Avenue  will  continue  to  assure 
the  safety  of  students  walking  to  school .

14.  D  ever/Motl  ey 

The  location  of  the  Dever  and  Motley  schools  close  to  the  S.E.  Express- 
way may  require  transportation  of  students  for  reasons  of  safety  although 
many  students  in  these  areas  presently  walk  to  school  utilizing  the  traffic 
personnel  and  safety  precautions  in  this  area.     Columbia  Road  is  well- 
supervised  and  presents  no  special  hazard.

This  district  is  not  affected  by  the  redistricting  plan.     Students  will 
continue  to  walk  to  school  as  usual .

Commonwealth  Avenue  and  The  Fenway  are  strong  natural  boundaries 
for  this  district.     Continued  use  of  current  safety  precautions  along  the  Fer 
way  and  Park  Drive  will  assure  the  safety  of  children  walking  to  school . 
MDC  and  Boston  Police  personnel  currently  minimize  the  dangers  of 
the  major  intersections  around  the  Milmore  School . 
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17 .  Prince 

Although  Copley  Square,    Huntington  and  Commonwealth  Avenues  are 
heavily  trafficked  areas  of  the  city  surrounding  the  Prince  School, 
adequate  crossing  guards  and  traffic  controls  currently  assure  pupil 
safety.     All  walking  distances  under  1/2  mile,    no  transportation  needed. 

18.  Faneuil 


There  are  several  busy  intersections  and  traffic  circles  present  in  this 
district.    Continued  use  of  the  excellent  cross-overs,  walkways  and 
underpasses  will  assure  safety  of  students  walking  to  school .     Super- 
vised crosswalks  along  Cambridge  Street  provide  additional  precautions 
All  students  will  walk  to  school  in  this  district  and  all  distances  are 
under  1   mile. 

19  .  L  incoln/Qu  incy 

Students  will  continue  to  walk  to  school  using  safety  precautions  to 
cross  Tremont  and  Washington  Streets.     All  distances  under  1/2  mile. 

20.  Mackey/ Bancroft/Will  jams 

This  district  is  not  affected  by  the  redistricting  plan.     Continued  use 
of  supervised  crosswalks  and  monitors  will  assure  the  safety  of  stu- 
dents crossing  Washington  Street,    Shawmut,    Harrison  and  Massachu- 
setts Avenues . 

21  .  Carter 

This  district  is  not  affected  by  the  redistricting  plan.     Continued  use 
of  present  safety  precautions  will  assure  the  safety  of  children  cross- 
ing Columbus  Avenue. 

22.  Eliot 

This  district  is  not  affected  by  the  redistricting  plan.     Continued  use  of 
present  safety  precautions  will  assure  the  safety  of  children  crossing 
Columbus  Avenue. 

23 .  South  Boston 


24.  This  area  is  not  affected  by  the  school  redistricting  plan.     Students 
will  continue  to  walk  to  school  as  usual . 

25 .  Russell/ Hawthorne 

The  isolation  of  the  Russell  School  near  Everett  Square  may  require 
the  transportation  of  some  students.     Continued  use  of  school  safety 
personnel  along  Boston  Street  and  Dorchester  Avenue  will  assure 
safety  of  students  crossing  to  attend  school. 
Transportation:       100  nw  (distance) 

26.  Hyde  Park 

This  area  is  not  affected  by  the  redistricting  plan.     Students  will  con- 
tinue to  use  normal  precautions  to  cross  Truman  Highway  and  Hyde 
Park  Avenue. 
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27 .  Cannon 

Continued  use  of  M.D.C.   and  Boston  Police  Department  traffic 
personnel,    as  well  as  regular  crossing  guards  and  monitors  will 
assure  safety  of  students  crossing  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars 
Parkway  and  Center  Street  in  this  district. 

28.  Ohrenberger 

Students  will  continue  to  walk  to  school  in  this  district  observing 
safety  precautions  in  crossing  Washington  Street  and  V.F.W. 
Parkway . 

29  .  Parker/ Longfellow 

This  district  is  surrounded  by  several  busy  intersections  such  as 
Belgrade  Avenue,    Centre  Street  and  V  .  F  .W  .    Parkway.     All  students 
will  walk  to  school  as  usual  observing  safety  precautions  to  cross 
these  streets .

TRANSPORTATION  OF  PUPILS 


State  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
any  student  who  must  travel  two  miles  or  more  to  attend 
school,  unless  that  student  can  make  use  of  public  trans- 
portation.  It  also  provides  for  state  reimbursement  of 
part  of  the  cost  of  such  transportation  above  1  and  1/2 
miles. 

The  Racial  Imbalance  Act  anticipates  that  some  students 
will  be  transported  to  schools  more  than  1  and  1/2  miles 
from  home  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  racial  imbalance, 
and  provides  for  100%  state  reimbursement  of  the  cost. 
Boston  claimed  reimbursement  of  $405,538  under  this 
provision  for  1971-72. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  filed  a  bill  which  would  allow 
for  100%  reimbursement  for  transportation  to  reduce  racial 
Imbalance  under  1  and  1/2  miles,  when  pupil  safety  requires. 

We  cannot  give  exact  figures  for  the  number  of  students 
who  use  public  transportation  to  attend  school  in  Boston. 
The  Harvard  Center  for  Law  and  Education,  in  a  recent 
study,  estimated  that  31,000  students  use  transportation, 
based  upon  an  interview  with  Boston  School  Department 
Director  of  Safety  Louis  DeGlacomo.   The  latter  cited  MBTA 
estimates  that,  in  good  weather,  10%  of  elementary  students, 
50%  of  intermediate  students,  and  85%  of  high  school 
students  ride  to  school,  and  that  the  numbers  increase  in 
Inclement  or  cold  weather. 

Some  of  this  use  of  public  transportation  is  arranged  by 
the  School  Department,  which  "assigns"  routes  for  MBTA 
buses,  particularly  io  the  afternoon  when  decreased  MBTA 
service  must  be  supplemented  to  handle  the  large  number 
of  students  returning  from  school.   In  1970-71  there  were 
129  assigned  buses:  92  high  school,  25  intermediate  school, 
4  elementary  school,  and  8  special  school.   Normal  capacity 
would  be  around  50  students  per   bus. 

The  same  year,  11  school  buses  were  chartered  by  the  School 
Department  for  transportation  unrelated  to  imbalance,  and 
26  for  transportation  related  to  reducing  imbalance.   The 
School  Department  also  arranged  for  2  mini-vans  and  11  taxis 

Intermediate  and  high  school  students  in  Boston  who  attend 
schools  to  which  they  would  not  normally  be  assigned,  for 
the  purpose  of  or  with  the  effect  of  reducing  imbalance  do 
so  by  public  transportation,  and  are  issued  car  tickets  for 
use  on  the  MBTA. 
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Elementary  -  Current 

Elementary  students  who  are  transported  by  School 
Department  arrangement  ride  in  chartered  buses  (with 
the  exception  of  a  very  few  assigned  routes').   In  1972- 
73  1437  elementary  students  are  transported  over  1  and 
1/2  miles  to  attend  schools  to  reduce  racial  imbalance, 
and  the  cost  of  this  transportation  is  fully  reimbursed 
by  the  state.   Another  420  students  are  transported  under 

I  and  1/2  miles  to  reduce  racial  imbalance.   Another  69^ 
elementary  students  use  cur  checks  to  attend  school  to 
reduce  racial  imbalance. 

Altogether,  then,  1 926  elementary  students  are  transported 
to  school  currently  to  reduce  racial  imbalance. 

In  addition,  substantial  numbers  of  elementary  students 
are  transported  to  school  for  reasons  unrelated  to  reducing 
racial  imbalance.   School  Department  policy  is  to  provide 
transportation  if  a  student  lives  more  than  1  mile  from 
school,  or  if  safety  requires  transportation.   In  1970-71, 
the  latest  year  for  which  we  have  figures,  such  transporta- 
tion unrelated  to  imbalance  amounted  to  656  students  on 

II  buses. 

We  estimate,  therefore,  that  about  4.8%  of  the  elementary 
(K-6  attending  elementary  schools)  students  in  Boston  are 
currently  being  transported  to  school,  in  addition  to  those 
who  may  use  the  MBTA  for  their  own  convenience. 


Elementary  -  Proposed 

In  the  proposed  plan,  an  estimated  1 ,927  elementary  (K-5) 
students  would  be  transported  to  schools  over  1  and  1/2 
miles  from  their  homes,  and  an  estimated  1,159  students 
would  be  assigned  to  schools  between  1  ancl  I  and  1/2  miles 
from  their  homes,  and  might  therefore  be  transported  under 
School  Department  policy,  though  not  under  state  law. 
An  estimated  823  students  living  less  than  one  mile  from 
school  might  be  provided  with  transportation  for  safety 
reasons  . 


We  estimate,  therefore,  that  about  6.3%  of  the  K-5  students 
will  be  assigned  to  schools  over  one  mile  from  their  homes, 
and  that  an  additional  1.7%  of  the    K-5  students  might  require 
transportation  for  safety  in  the  implementation  of  the  plan. 


It  should  be  noted  that  some  of  the  current  transportation 
v/hich  is  unrelated  to  imbalance  may,  under  the  plan,  become 
reimbursable  as  transportation  related  to  imbalance,  while 
there  will  also  continue  to  be  a  need  for  transportation 
unrelated  to  imbalance  in  some  sections  of  the  city. 

It-  should  also  be  noted  that  kindergarten  students  are  not 
included  in  the  transportation  estimates,  since  they  have 
in  all  cases  been  assigned  to  a  nearby  school  without 
consideration  for  the  impact  upon  racial  imbalance.   If 
they  are  excluded  from  the  calculation,  about  10.3%  of  the 
grade  1  -  5  students  in  Boston  will  be  or  might  be  trans- 
ported under  the  plan  for  reasons  of  distance  or  safety.

Intermediate  -  Current 

780  intermediate  students  are  currently  provided  with 
transportation  to  alleviate  racial  imbalance. 

Large  numbers  of  intermediate  students  now  travel  sub- 
stantial distances  to  school  in  ways  which  do  not  reduce 
imbalance.   As  noted  above,  25  assigned  buses  serve  this 
level.   An  analysis  of  the  "geographic  distribution  of 
pupils"  printout  reveals  that  2713  students  currently 
attend  intermediate  schools  outside  their  zip  code  areas 


Intermediate  -  Proposed 

In  the  proposed  plan,  an  estimated  1567  intermediate 
students  will  live  more  than  2  miles  from  their  assigned 
schools  (8.6%  of  the  students  at  this  level).   Another 
1220  students  (6.7%)  lvving  less  than  two  miles  from 
school  may  require  transportation  for  safety  reasons. 
An  estimated  1100  students  (6.1%)  will  remain  in  imbalanced 
schools  and  might  use  transportation  to  attend  balanced 
schools  under  controlled  transfer. 
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High  School  -  Current 


Most  high  school  students  currently  use  public  transpor 
tation,  including  92  assigned  buses,  to  attend  school. 
As  the  Boston  School  Committee  stated  in  its  June,  1971 
Plan: 

'Traditionally  large  numbers  of  high  school 
aged  students  from  each  residential  district 
of  Boston  attended  secondary  schools  at  in- 
town  locations  .  '

In  addition,  many  students  travel  great  distances  to  attend 
the  so-called  district  high  schools.   138  from  Dorchester 
attend  Brighton  High  School  at  the  opposite  end  of  the 
city;  183  Codman  Square  students  attend  Hyde  Park  High 
School,  52  Mattapan  students  attend  English  High  School.

High  School  -  Proposed 


In  the  proposed  plan,  the  numbers  and  distances  travelled 
should  be  reduced  in  that  students  in  three  ci ty-wide 
schools  will  be  drawn  from  a  much  smaller  district,  and 
students  who  currently  travel  substantial  (Instances  to 
attend  so-called  district  high  schools  out  onf  their 
sections  of  the^city  will  remain  in  their  local  high  school 
districts . 

The  two  largest  districts  in  the  proposed  pTlan  -  Brighton 
and  English  -  will  in  fact  draw  students  fram  smaller  areas 

than  in  current  practice. 
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Facilities,   Capacities,   and  Conversions  in  the  Proposed  Plan 


The  Task  Force  expressed  four  major  concerns  about  school  facilities 
during  the  process  of  developing  the  proposed  plan: 

1  .    Are  the  capacities  of  school  facilities  adequate  to  the  number  of 
students  assigned  to  them? 

2.  Are  the  facilities  themselves  adequate  to  support  the  program  for 
a  particular  grade  level,    if  they  have  not  previously  been  used  by  the 
Boston  School  Department  for  that  grade  level? 

3.  Are  students  in  general  assigned  to  facilities  equal  or  superior  to 
those  which    they  are  currently  attending? 

4.  Should  the  Task  Force  make  final  recommendations  on  the  closing 
of  particular  school  facilities? 

The  Task  Force  made  every  effort  to  assure  that  the  first  three 
questions  could  be  answered  positively,   and  an  analysis  of  these  efforts, 
and  of  the  data  used,    has  been  submitted  in  evidence  as  exhibit  19. 
The  present  statement  brings  that  analysis  up-to-date  on  the  basis  of 
new  information  which  emerged  through  the  hearing  process,   and  reflects 
corrections  which  have  been  made  in  the  Plan  since  March  12th. 

Adequate  Capacities 

There  were  several  days  of  testimony  on  the  question  of  the  capacities 
of  school  facilities,   and  the  charge  was  made  that  the  Task  Force  had 
overestimated  capacities  in  three  respects.    We  have  conceded  an  over- 
estimation  in  one  respect,  and  made  appropriate  corrections,   but  we  do 
not  concede    in  the  other  instances  . 

a.    We  concede  that  we  misunderstood  the  capacities  given  for  elementary 
schools  in  respect  to  kindergarten  facilities,  and  that  this  error  led  to 
the  assignment  of  excess  numbers  of  students  to  certain  elementary  schools, 
despite  a  city-wide  excess  capacity  at  the  elementary  level  upwards  of 
5,  000  seats .     Review  of  the  presentation  on  each  elementary  district  in 
the  corrected  Plan  will  show  how  this  error  was  rectified  through  retention 
of  buildings  which  were  not  used  in  the  March  12th   Plan,   through  changes 
in  within-district  assignment  plans,  and,   in  a  few  cases,   through  a 
recommendation  that  portable  classrooms  be  used  in  line  with  current  practice 

As  a  general  matter,  assignments  to  kindergartens  in  the  March  12th  Plan 
were  not  considered  definitive,   and  the  Task  Force  urges  that  the  School 
Department  work  out  final  kindergarten  assignments. 
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b.  We  do  not  concede  that  the  capacities  listed  in  the  Educational  Planning 
Center's  March  1972  document  (exhibit  40)  should  not  be  regarded  as 
definitive  for  the  purposes  of  the  Plan .    We  are  not  aware  of  any 
subsequent  document  listing  alternative  capacities,   nor  was  there  any 
indication  at  any  time  that  the  March  1972  document  proposed  facility 
utilization  which  the  School  Department  considered  undesirable.     This 

is  not  to  say,   of  course,   that  the  School  Department  could  not,    if  it 
wished,    set  a  standard  of  ten  children  to  a  classroom  as  a  goal,   but  in 
developing  a  plan  the  Task  Force  could  only  be  guided  by  the  standards 
which  have  been  given  some  definitive  form  by  local  authorities. 

The  Task  Force  also  took  note  of  the  fact  that  the  March  1972  capacities 
reflect,   among   other  things,   the  BTU  contract  specifications  on  pupil: 
teacher  ratio,  and  that  these  specifications  are  subject  to  annual 
renegotiation  and  must  therefore  be  regarded  as  a  flexible  standard 
at  best.     Neither  Mr.  Doherty,   the  President  of  the  BTU,   nor  Mr.  Coakley, 
the  School  Committee's  chief  witness,  was  prepared  to  testify  that  this 
pupil: teacher  ratio   bore  any  proven  relationship  to  educational  results. 

This  is  by  no  means  to  conclude  that  lower  pupil:  teacher  ratios  are  not 
desirable,   nor  that  the  Task  Force  opposes  them . 

The  essential  point  is  that  "capacity"  is  a  flexible  concept.     To  underline 
this  point,   we  have  prepared  a  document  which  shows  the  capacity  of  each 
elementary  and  intermediate  school  according  to  four  different  documents, 
and  the  enrollment  of  each  school  in  October  1971  .     It  will  be  noted  that 
it  is  rare  for  even  two  of  the  four  "capacities"  for  a  given  school  to 
correspond  exactly.     The  Task  Force  has  used  the  capacities  listed  under 
"EPC  71-72",   which  it  regards  as  the  most  authoritative. 

c.  We  also  do  not  concede  that  the  capacities  for  high  schools  given  in 
the  Educational  Planning  Associates  study  should  be  given  priority  over 
the  same  EPC  figures  (see  the  page  on  high  school  capacities  in  the 
attached  list).    While  it  is  true  that  the  EPA  study  suggested  lower 
capacities  in  one  respect,    it  is  also  true  that  the  same  study  suggested 
that  improved  utilization  could  increase  capacity.     The  EPA  study  should 
not  be  used  out  of  the  context  in  which  it  was  prepared,   namely  the 
projection  of  long-term  facility  needs  including  recommendations  about 
which  existing  high  schools  to  retain  and  how  to  use  them  in  order  to 
provide  an  educational  program  equal  to  that  available  in  a  new  facility. 
A  short-term  plan  may  acknowledge  the  desirability  of  new  facilities  and 
renovated  facilities,   but  it  must  be  based  upon  current  practice. 

d.  These  comments  do  apply  to  certain  capacity  problems  caused  by  the 
proposed  districts  and  assignment  plans  y  but  other  problems  remain  which 
the  Task  Force  has  recommended  be  dealt  with  by  conversion  of  certain 
facilities.      Two  instances  deserve  particular  attention: 
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Thompson  -  To  create  additional  intermediate  capacity  in  this  area,   the 
Task  Force  proposes  that  two  facilities  now  in  elementary  use 
be  converted  to  serve  as  annexes  to  the  Thompson.     This 
proposal  has  ample  precedent,    including  the  conversion  of  the 
Hart  and  Dean  schools  in  South  Boston  into  annexes  to  the  Gavin 
over  the  summer  of  1972. 

During  the  hearings  Mr.  Galeota,   Chief  Structural  Engineer 
of  the  School  Department,  testified  at  length  about  what  could 
be  done  to  make  the  Bradford  Annex  adequate  for  intermediate 
use.     These  measures,    he  said,   would  reduce  the  capacity  to 
260  (from  the  elementary  capacity  of  332),  and  the  corrected 
plan  consequently  lists  the  capacity  of  that  facility  as  250.     The 
capacity  of  the  other  annex,   the  Shaw,   was  similarly  reduced 
from  660  to  500.      Despite  these  changes,   the  combined 
capacity  of  the  three  facilities  remains  more  than  adequate. 

Shaw     -      The  plan  completed  on  March  12th  called  for  an  annex  to  this 
intermediate  school  in  West  Roxbury  (the  R.G.Shaw,  as 
distinguished  from  the  P.A.Shaw  mentioned  above).     Enrollment 
figures  provided  in  Mr.  Coakley's  testimony  show  that  it  will  not 
be  appropriate  to  add  an  annex  to  this  facility. 

.     Certain  other  capacity  problems  in  the  March  12th  version  of  the  plan 
have  been  resolved  in  the  corrected  plan.     For  example: 

Roslindale  High  School  has  a  capacity  of  1255  and  a  current  enrollment  of 
1503.     The  March  12th  version  assigned  1290  students,   but  theApril  25th 
version  assigns  only  1213  students  to  this  facility. 

Dorchester  High  School  has  a  capacity  of  1910  students.     The  March  12th 
version  assigned  2107  students,   but  the  April  25th  version  assigns  only 
1946  students,   thereby  reducing  the  overcrowding  to  2%. 

Lewenberg  Intermediate  School  has  a  capacity  of  900,  and  the  March  12th 
version  assigned  1039  students,   while  the  April  25th  version  assigns  909. 

Capacity  problems  at  the  elementary  level  can  in  a  few  cases  be 
resolved  only  by  adding  temporary  or  "demountable"  classrooms.     This 
is  a  practice  with  ample  precedent  in  the  Boston  schools,   and  the  cost 
of  leasing  such  facilities  for  up  to  five  years  is  a  state-reimbursable 
expense  under  the  Chapter  70  formula.     Temporary  classrooms,    in 
conjunction  with  regular  schools,   form  a  satisfactory  short-term 
solution  to  school  housing  problems,  though  we  would  not  recommend 
them  for  permanent  use. 
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Adequate  Facilities 

If  the  "capacity"  of  a  school  may  be  variable,   the  "adequacy"  of  a 
school  facility  to  support  a  particular  program  is  an  even  more  debatable 
matter . 

In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  proposed  use  under  the  plan  is 
sufficiently  close  to  the  existing  use  that  conversion  does  not  seem  to 
present  major  problems .     For  example,   certain  7-9  schools  become 
6-8  schools,    certain  10-12  schools  become  9-12  schools,   and  certain 
K-6  schools  become  K-5  schools  . 

In  the  case  of  elementary  schools  becoming  intermediate  or  high  school 
annexes,   and  in  the  one  case  of  an  intermediate  school  becoming  a  high 
school  annex,    it  is  the  position  of  the  Task  Force  that  students  could 
generally  use  the  specialized  facilities  of  the  main  building.     On  the 
other  hand,    Mr.  Galeota  testified  at  length  and  submitted  evidence 
showing    how  he  would  go  about  providing  the  specialized  facilities  in  the 
annexes,   and  the  Task  Force  supports  his  conclusion  that  it  can  be  done, 
though  at  the  cost  of  reduced  capacity  as  well  as  equipment  expenditures. 

Mr.  Galeota  also  explained  the  costs  of  bringing  such  facilities  up  to 
the  standards  of  new  facilities .     The  Task  Force  would  question  the 
necessity  or  wisdom  of  incurring  such  costs  in  the  case  of  those  facilities 
whose  use  would  be  on  a  short-term  basis,   pending   completion  of  Boston's 
present  construction  program,  and  which  in  any  case  would  only  supplement 
a  main  building . 

There  are  two  cases  -  the  Hurley  and  the  Hennigan  -  in  which  the  plan 
recommends  that  an  intermediate  school  be  created  from  an  existing 
elementary  school.     In  the  second  case,   the  Task  Force  has  already 
expressed  itself  satisfied  with  an  alternative  plan  which  would  keep  the 
Hennigan  an  elementary  school,  and  would  instead  create  additional 
capacity  in  an  intermediate  school  complex.     In  the  case  of  the  Hurley, 
Mr.  Galeota  suggested  that  conversion  cost  would  be  $96,500.     We 
accept  only  $32,500  of  this  cost  as  being  essential  to  the  proposed  short- 
term  use  pending  completion  of  the  nearby  Carter  Intermediate  School. 

Equal  Facilities 

There  should  be  a  substantial  net  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
facilities  which  students  attend,    since  a  number  of  older  elementary 
facilities  will  no  longer  be  needed.

So  far  as  possible  districts  at  the   elementary  level 
were  so  drawn  as  to  fall  within  one  or  at  most  two  sections 
of  the  city  as  designated  above.   Similar  efforts  were  made 
at  the  intermediate  and  high  school  levels,  while 
recogniein*  that  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  had  made 
specific  reference  to  the  fact  that  older  students  could  be 
expected  to  travel  greater  distances. 

The  Task  Force  was  well  aware  that  many  of  these 
sections  of  the  city  could  be  further  subdivided  to  an 
almost  infinite  extent,  reflecting  the  tendency  of  city 
dwellers  to  identify  areas  a  black  or  two  away  as  being 
somehow  "out  of  the  neighborhood".   On  this  basis,  for 
example,  the  Jamaica  Plain  area  can  be  subdivided  into 
fifteen  or  more  "neighborhoods",  each  of  which  would  be 
identifiable  to  a  knowledgable  resident. 

Such  subdivisions,  whatever  their  reality  to  the 
sociologist,  are  not  commonly  used  for  planning  purposes, 
for  delivery  of  public  services,  or  political  representation. 
The  Task  Force  tc ok  the  position  that,  in  view  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court's  references  to  electoral  or  zoning  districts, 

the  smallest  planning  unit  should  be  the  current  elementary 
school  district  as  established  by  the  Boston  School  Department. 
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The  current  Agassiz  District  in  Jamaica  Plain,  for 
example,  incorporates  at  least  five  identifiable 
"neighborhoods"  as  used  in  the  narrow  senses   Moss  Hill, 
Monument,  Jamaicaway,  South  Street,  Green  Street,  and 
portions  of  Brookside,  Forest  Hills,  and  the  Chestnut 
Avenue  area.   All  of  it,  however,  is  within  Jamaica 
Plain. 

The  following  is  a  review  of  how  the  sections  of  the 
city  affected  by  the  plan  at  the  elementary  level  were 
treated  in  order  to  respect,  as  much  as  possible,  existing 
neighborhoods . 

JAMAICA    PLAIN 

The  commonly-accepted  boundaries  of  this  section  are 
Brookline,  Heath  Street,  Columbus  Avenue,  Franklin  Park, 
and  Forest  Hills  and  the  Arboretum.   The  "White  City" 
area  below  Forest  Hills  is  also  commonly  considered  to 
be  part  of  Jamaica  Plain,  though  it  shades  into  Roslindale. 
The  Egleston  Square  area  straddles  Jamaica  Plain  and 
Roxbury t  the  official  boundary  is  School  Street,  but  most 
agencies  and  common  practice  take  Columbus  Avenue/Seaver 
Street  as  the  actual  boundary. 

The  Cur ley /Manning,  Kennedy/Agassiz ,  and  Mendel 1/Parkman 
elementary  districts  proposed  in  the  plan  are  contained 
entirely  within  Jamaica  Plain  so  defined,  except  that  the 
last-mentioned  extends  several  blocks  into  Roxbury  in  the 
Egleston  Sqy  area. 

At  the  intermediate  level  the  present  Curley  district 
covers  all  of  Jamaica  Plain.   The  proposed  Curley  district 
covers  about  half  of  Jamaica  Plain,  a  large  part  of  Mission 
Hill  to  the  north,  and  a  part  of  Roslindale  and  West 
Roxbury  to  the  south.   The  proposed  Roosevelt  district 
covers  the  other  half  of  Jamaica  Plain  and  a  portion  of 
Roxbury  to  the  north.   The  latter  district  corresponds  rather 
closely  to  the  Ward  11  portion  of  the  current  electoral 
district,  which  stretches  up  into  Roxbury  and,  with  Ward  19, 
down  into  Roslindale. 


ROSLINDALE 

Unlike  Jamaica  Plain,  Roslindale  has  relatively  few 
nonwhite  families,  except  in  the  federal  housing  project 
at  Washington  and  Beach  Streets.   This  has  made  it  necessary 
to  draw  two  elementary  districts  which  include  most  of 
Roslindale  and  a  small  portion  of  Mattapan  between  Harvard 
St.  and  Blue  Hill  Avenue. 
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At  the  intermediate  level,  the  Irving  district  covers 
virtually  all  of  Roslindale,  much  the  same  part  of  Mattapan 
as  at  the  elementary  level,  and  a  portion  of  Washington 
Park  (Roxbury)  bordering  on  Franklin  Park.   This  district 
is  tied  together  by  American  Legion  Highway. 

MATTAPAN 

The  proposed  Tileston/Chittick/Greenwood  district  covers 
most  of  Mattapan,  with  a  smaller  portion  tied  in  to  the 
Roslindale  districts,  as  mentioned  above,  and  a  portion 
left  imba lanced. 

At    the   intermediate   level  rojighly  half   of  Mattapan, 

dividing  along  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  is  in  the  Lewenberg 
District,  together  with  portions  of  Hyde  Park,  and  the 
other  half  of  Mattapan,  together  with  a  portion  of 
Dorchester  south  of  Codman  Square  and  the  rest  of  Hyde 
Park,  is  in  the  Thompson  District.   Hyde  Park  is  divided 
generally  by  the  railroad,  which  indeed  is  a  major  barrier 
with  relatively  few  passageways. 

This  division  by  Blue  Hill  Avenue  and  the  railroad  uses 
natural  boundaries  and  thus  facilitates  districting  two 
halves  of  Mattapan  with  two  halves  of  Hyde  Park. 

CODMAN  SQUARE 

This  is  an  unsatisfactory  designation  for  the  southern 
part  of  Dorchester,  which  includes  also  Lower  Mills, 
Neponset,  and  Ashmont.   Most  of  this  section  of  the  city, 
together  with  the  Franklin  Field  area,  are  in  the  Wilson 
intermediate  district.   At  the  elementary  level  much  the 
same  area  is  covered  by  the  Lee  and  Murphy  districts, 
with  Talbot  Avenue  and  the  railroad  dividing  the  two. 


FIELDS  CORNER 

This  area  of  Dorchester ,  together  with  the  northern  part 
of  the  Codman  Square  area,  is  covered  by  the  Marshall 
elementary  and  the  Cleveland  intermediate  districts,  with 
both  reaching  toward  3rove  Hall  to  the  west. 


SAVIN  HILL  /  UPHAMS  CORNER 

This  area  is  served  by  the  Holmes  and  McCormack  inter- 
mediate districts,  and  by  the  Motley /Mather/Dever/Holland 
elementary  district. 
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ANDREW  SQUARE  (and  UPHAMS  CORNER) 

Some  controversy  has  arisen  as  to  whether  this  area 
Is  part  of  South  Boston  or  of  Dorchester.   The  area 
designated  as  "Andrew  Square"  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  Includes  two  schools  which  are  located  in  "South 
Boston"  and  two  others  which  are  located  in  "Dorchester", 

This  area,  together  with  Uphams  Corner,  is  served  by 
the  King  and  McCormack  intermediate  districts,  and  by  the 
Russell/ Hawthorne,  Motley/Mather/Dever/Holland,  and  South 
Boston  elementary  districts. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Task  Force  was  less  seccessfull 
in  this  area  than  elsewhere  in  adapting  proposed  districts 
to  existing  recognized  areas.   It  might  be  noted  that  the 
Boston  School  Department  has  apparently  met  the  same 
difficulty,  since  a  portion  of  this  area  is  not  in  any 
Intermediate  district,  and  another  portion  is  "officially 
in  both  Gavin  and  Russell  districts". 

Hlfth  Schools 

High  school  districts  present  a  simpler  pattern,  since 
they  are  fewer  and  cover  larger  areas.   In  the  case  of 
Brighton  and  English  High  Schools,  the  proposed  districts 
reflect  the  current  movement  of  students  from  the  South 
End/Lower  Roxbury  area  to  Brighton,  and  the  current 
movement  of  some  500  students  from  the  included  portions 
of  Jamaica  Plain,  West  Roxbury  and  Roslindale  to  Boston 
Latin  School,  across  the  street  from  English  High  School. 

Jamaica  Plain  High  School  proposed  district  is  almost 
entirely  within  Jamaica  Plain,  Roslindale  within  Roslindale 
with  the  addition  of  a  portion  of  Mattapan/Dorchester, 
Hyde  Park  High  School  within  Hyde  Park  and  Mattapan 
(reflecting  current  movement  of  students),  Dorchester  and 
Burke  within  Dorchester,  and  South  Boston/Girls  High 
within  the  South  Boston/Andrew  Square/Uphams  Corner/Grove 
Hall  area. 

All  in  all,  then,  the  districts  drawn  by  the  Task  Force 
manifest  an  active  concern  to  take  into  account  the 
commonly-accepted  sections  of  the  city.   They  may  truly  be 
said  to  bear  "a  reasonable,  though  not  necessarily  fixed, 
proximity  to  recognized  neighborhoods."
